Otlicr  State  Conventipw^  of 
Southern  Baptists  are  on  the 
way  in  the  Great  L.akes  area. 
Already  there  are  two:  the 
I^nois  Baptist  State  "Associa¬ 
tion  (with  749  churches  and' 
131,114  members)  and  the  State 
Convention  of  Baptists  in  Ohio 
(with  92  churches  and  13,499 
members.) 

Indiana  may  be  the  next 
Southern  Baptist  State  Con¬ 
vention  in  the  area.  Today 
there  are  77  Sdinhern  Baptist 
Churches  in  Indiana  with  14,- 
059  members.  These  churches 
last  year  baptized  1,646  (ratio  \ 

1-9)  and  gave  $724,000  for  all 
causes  —  $29,778  of  which  was 
for  the  Co-operative  Program. 

They  own  property  valued  at 
more  than-  two  million  dollara 

Already  some  of  the  breth¬ 
ren  in  Indiana  are  talking  of 
a  State  Convention  for  South- : 
ern  Baptists  in  their  state.  Such 
a  convention  could  qualify  now 
for  fin.ancial  cooperation  from 
the  Home  Mission  and  Sunday 
School  Boards  on  every  point  f 
except  one  .or  two.  Their  per- ' 
jentaEc  of  contributions  through 
the  ('pope,r8tive  Program  is  a 
little  low  (12>'»  per  cent  is 
needed  for  qualifying);  and 
their  record  of  cooperation  in 
11  regional  eonvention  within 
the  state  is  owe  or  two  meet-  j 
ings  short  of  the  number  need-  ‘ 
cd.  We  need  not  Ije  surprised, 
however,  if  this  picture  changes 
in  the  near  future  »o  that  In¬ 
diana  will  qualify  at  every 
point.  .

NASHVILLE— (BP>— R.  Orin 
Cornett,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Education 
Commission  Iff  re,  suggests  that 
existing  Baptist  colleges  estab¬ 
lish  branch  campuses  to  meet 
educational  needs  in  large 
cities. 

He  makes  his  proposal  in  an 
article  “Are  We  Neglecting  the 
Cities?”  in  the  April  issue  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Educator. 

Those  engaged  in  long-range 
planning  for  Christian  higher 
education,  according  to  Cornett, 
afe  realizing  "that  Southern 
Baptists  can’t  do  the  job  they 
should  without  providing  for 
such  large  cities  as  Atlanta, 
Memphis.  St.  Louis,  Houston, 
Dallas,  Fort  Wortf.jmd  others. 

None  of  the  cities  mentioned 
has  a  Baptist  college  although  a 
seminaiy^ls  in  Fort  Worth.  At¬ 
lanta,  Ga.,  and  Louisville,  Ky., 
Baptists  have  discussed  locating 
Baptist  colleges  in  their  cities. 

Cornett  believes  the  branch 
campus  plan  will  eliminate 
most  of  the  problems  and  dis¬ 
advantages  connected  with  es¬ 
tablishing  an  altogether  new 
school. 

“Branch  campuses  hai-e  been 
fried  with  success  by  other  de-, 
nominations  and  by .  state  uni¬ 
versities."  he  declares.
